koch BITTERNESS BETWEEN THE 


CAPRIVI AND MIQUEL FACTIONS, 


The Minister of Finance Makes Clever Use 
of the Situation—A Problem for the 
Emperor—Seizure of Arms and Ammu- 
nition Destined for Hayti—The Salva- 
tion Army in Africa. 


BEW, Aug. 17.—The crisis in the grain 
supply, involving as it does the possibility of 
ea famine, absorbs the whole attention of the 
Government and presses for immediate solu- 
tion, especially since the ukase of Russia for- 
bidding the export ofryé. The situation is 
ger iously aggravated by the division of coun- 
sels among the Emperor's closest and most 
trusted advisers, which hinders even His 
Majesty from taking the prompt action 
which ts customary with him at critical 
junctures. The whole question of the 
corn duties resolves itself into a 
conflict between Chancellor Von Caprivi 
and Dr. Miquel, Minister of Finance. Three 
months ago, when the subject of the reduc- 
tion or abolition of these duties was frst 
mooted, Dr. Miquel strongly urged abroga- 
tion of the duties. The Chancellor emphatic- 
ally opposed any meddling with them and 
managed to carry his point, the Ministry, 
after prolonged discussion, refusing to re- 
duce the duties by a single mark. Afterwards 
events confirmed the wisdom of Miquel’s 
views, but still Caprivi was obstinate, and 
even now declines to enter upon a fresh dis- 
cussion of the subject. The Ministry is con- 
sequently divided into a Oaprivi party 


and a Miquel party, and there is 
much bitterness between them. The 
Miquelites have deen intriguing for 


power with all their skill and their leader has 
grown strongerthanever. Nevertheless, the 
Emperor, who holds the scales impartially 
between the two parties, is not disposed to 
supersede Caprivi for at least another year. 
The National Liberals do not oppose Caprivi, 
Dut they would support Miquel against him in 
@ crisis, the doctor having been the leader of 
the National Liberal party before he entered 
the Ministry. Caprivi has totally estranged 
the Progressists, whereas Miquel secretly 
cultivates their favor with success. Miguel 
belle ves the democratic spirit has 
grown stronger in Germany since 
the death of the old Emperor 
William, and he has therefore convinced the 
present Emperor thàt it is advisable to make 
advances tothe Left. It was the Emperor’s 
first desire to suppress the Social Democracy 
and unite all parties against the SociaMsts. 

Caprivi has clearly shown de is unable to 
make this combination. Miquel has made a 
clever use of the situation, so that the Em- 


peror believes him to be the coming 
man, although he has by no means 
lost confidence in his favored Chan- 


Dor. Such are the leading Ministers of the 
Emperor to himself and to each other. He 
Nas to confront a formidable discussion in 
his own Cabinet, the existence of which pro- 
jones the crisis. It is probabie then that on 
his return tothe seat of government he will 
g obliged to take matters into his own 
hands and settle the grave crisis and all dif- 
ferences in his own autocratic way. 

THE RUSSIAN UCKAFFE. 

Preauw. Aug. 17.—It is believed that the 
Russian ukase prohibiting the exportation of 
re will be rescinded in October. The St. 
Petersburg Journal states that the Czar held 
out for a long time against the advice that 
the decree be issued. It is reported that the 
German Government will reduce the tncome 
tax on certain classes inorder to mitigate 
the effects of the stoppage of rye exports 
from Russia. 

A FALSE REPORT. 

A report that the German Government had 
determined to recuce corn dues was received 
with rejoicing on Sunday, especially in the 
manufacturing cistricts. It proved to be 
premature, and the reaction among the poor 
is heartrending. 

THE FRENCH STORY REVIVED. 

Paris, Aug. 17.—The Cela, a journal not 
given to sensationalism, prints the story of 
the Kaiser’s conduct on board the Hohen- 
zOlliern.

FRENCH AND GERMAN RIVALRY. 


The Holy Coat of Argentueil Placed on 
Exhibition. 

Lorpor, Aug. 17.—The rivalry between 
France and Germany is reaching curious 
lengths. This was illustrated in the exhibi- 
tion of the Holy coatof Argentuell. No sooner 
did it become known a few weeks ago that 
the ecclesiastical authoritics at Treves,jin 
Rhenish Prussia, were about to exhibit a 
garment claimed to have been worn by the 
Savior, than the French were alive to deprive 
the Germans, as far as possibie, of the honor 
and profit. It appears that Argentuell, with- 
in easy &ccess by rail from Paris, also 
possesses a coat said to have belonged 
to Christ. Arrangements were promptly 
made for the exhibition of the relic. Sunday 
was chosen asthe opening day, several days 
ahead of the exhibition at Treves. Great 
throngs of people went from Paris and other 
localities to see the Holy vestment. The ex- 
hibition was in every way successful and it Is 
said to have caused proportionate chagrin at 
Treves, which will probably iose a multitude 
of expected French Catholic visitors. The 
preparations for the house exhibitions in 
Treves are going on hurriedly and will be 
completed within the appointed time. 


POLISH CHURCH WAR. 
CLEVELAND, O., Aug. 17.—The race war that 
has been raging the last year or two between 
the factions within St. Stanislaus’ Roman 
Catholic Church broke out anew iast night, 
whena mob attempted to break into the 
residence of Father John Matvany. The 
latter called for police assistance, who soon 
scattered the crowd. Father Matvany is in 
constant fear that he will be assassinated. 


THOUSANDS OF PILGRIMS. 
ARIESVILLE, N. I., Aug. 17.—Between 3,000 
and 4.00 Catholics, principally from Troy 
and Albany, made a pilgrimage tothe shrine 
of Our Lady of Martyrs yesterday. Religious 
services were held atthe shrine until noon, 
when the party returned. The shrine bids 
fair to become historical and it is dauy at- 
tracting increased numbers to the spot to 
the memory of Fathers Joquies and Goufell, 
missionary priests, who were slam bere by 
Indians in 1642.

THE ALLEGED CONFESSION OF A ONCE 
NOTED CRIMINAL. 


Details of the Burzlars’ Syndicate—Sen- 
sational Attempted Highway Robbery 
in Detroit—One of the Robbers Fatally 


Shot—On Trial for Criminal Assault— 
Other Crimes. 


MIEWAUKEE, Wis., Aug. 17.—A burglars’ 
syndicate or trust now exists, according to 
an Official of the police force, in this city. In 
fact, there are said tobe about a dozen of 
these syndicates, and the next move will be 
to consolidate them. The fact leaked out 
through the arrest of a noted criminal here a 
few days ago on suspicion.’’ In his day he 
was one of the most noted bank robbers of 
the East, and his picture adorns nearly every 
rogues’ gallery in the country and occupies a 
full page in Inspector Byrnes’ book of ‘‘Noted 
Oriminals.’’ This man now belongs to that 
class which is designated in police circles as 
gone. For sometime the police of this 
city have had an idea that an organised gang 
of thieves have been working the town. The 
variety of work done puzzied them, however, 
as it extended from safe cracking to sneak 
thieving. When this man was arrested the 
officials decided to pump him. 

An attempt was made to make him believe 
the police had a case against him, but he so 
stoutly maintained that he had done no 
wrong here for a year that this was given 
up. It was decided to send him upto the 
House of Correction fora year or 80 on gen- 
eral principles. When he learned of this pro- 
gramme he broke down and said he was al 
ready dying of consumption. A bargain was 
made and he told ot the barglars syndi- 
cate with which he was connected. A little 
investigation convinced the officers of the 
truthfulness of his story, and they are now at 
work on the strength of the information fur- 
nished. The first trust was formed in New 
York City by a confidence man nearly a year 
ago. It was his theory that burglars, safe- 
breakers, bank sneaks, pickpockets, Daicony 
men and the whole coterie were like day 
laborers—they needed management. Witha 
shrewd manager at their head many of 
their stupid blunders could be prevented and 
by systematic work the chances of detection 
could be greatly cut Gown. He got about 
twenty-five men together and so conducted 
matters that very few Knew each other. 
With a capital stock of $5,000 he mapped out 
a route, sent scouts or traveling lookouts 
ahead and furnished transportation for his 
men. The tour was very successful and only 
one man was held, and he finally escaped by 


Wisconsin has been thus far ahead within the 
last two months i no longer a matter of 
Goubt. The method was for men to jump 
into a town orcity at night and do their work 
and then move on to the next stand. In 
large cities the party played a week’s en- 
gagement, instead of one night stands. The 
continual shifting of the men from one town 
or State to another makes their capture very 
difficult. Under the old system burglars and 
thieves always showed a tendency to stay 
where they made a good haul and keep on 
working until the police located and cap- 
tured them. Under the direction of the Na- 
poleonic confidence man this has all been 
changed, and from a burgiar’s standpoint 
the syndicate eystem has been a great suc- 
cess.

THE PARIS EXPRESS RUNS INTO A 
CROWDED EXCURSION TRAIN. 


Twelve Bodies Recovered from the Wreck 
—Many Passengers Seriously Injured— 
Detaile of the Disaster-—-An Italian 
Aeronant Drowned in the Adriatic— 
Buckingham’s Dive to Death. 


BERNE, Aug. 17.—The people of this repub- 
lic have hardly recovered from the raliroad 
scare caused by the terrible accident at 
Moenchstein in June last by which over 130 
persons on an excursion train lost their lives 
and about 300 were Injured, when they were 
again yesterday startied by another whole- 
sale loss of life by reason of a railroad acci- 
dent. This last disaster occurred on the 
Jura-Simplon railroad lines near the village 
of Zoliikofen, not far from this city. The de- 
talls of the accident, as received here up to 
the present, are as follows: 
Aspecialtrain carrying a large number of 
excursionists from the country districts to 
thiscity was onits way bere, the passen- 
gers intending totake partin the centenary 
fetes which are now in progress here and 
elsewhere throughout Switzerland. This ex 
cursion train was stopped at Zollikofen in or- 
der to enable it to be shunted into a siding so 
as to let the Paris express pass. By some 
gross negligence, apparently, upon the part 
of the railroad officials, the Paris train, laden 
with foreign travelers, was not warned to 
look out for the excursion train while passing 
Zollikofen, and the result was that the ex- 
press dashed into the excursion train. 

TWELVE KILLED. 
Luckily the engineer of the express had 
caught sight of the excursion train in time to 
put down the brakes, and so the damage done 
and the loss of life was not 60 great as it 
might have been. Asit was, the engine of 
the express cut in too and almost entirely 
demolished the guards’ vans at the rear of 
the excursion train, which were empty, and 
then crashed into the rear-most of the 
passenger cars, completely wrecking it and 
causing considerable loss of life. At this

UNFAVORABLE WEATHER COFDITIONS. 
LANSING, Mich., Aug. 17.—The weekly bul- 
letin of the Michigan weather service shows 
that the weather conditions for the last seven 
Gays have been generally unfavorable to 
corn, potatoes and beans, the parched con- 
dition of the soll and the warm wave having 
materially injured these crops. In the east 
ern and. northeastern portion of the State 
heavy rainfalis have done much to revive the 
crops and will greatly help potatoes in the 
northern section, where rain was badly need- 
ed.

Bishop. | 
GOLDEN JUBILEE OF THE VENERABLE 
CATHOLIC PRELATE. 


His Consecration and His Induction as 
the Head of the St. Louis Diocese— 


How the Diocese Grew Under His 
- Gharge—The Jubilee to Be Celebrated 


in November. * 


To-day the veneradie patriarch of the 
American Hierarchy, Peter Richard Kenrick, 
celebrates his th birthday. Fifty years of 
bis useful and holy life have been spent in St. 
Louis. There is not in the city to-day an indi- 
vidual who is looked upon with more love and 
respect by all classes, irrespective of denpom- 
ination, than the venerable Archbishop. 
During his long term of service he has had 
the pleasure of seeing the city grow from a 
small river town to the metropolis of the val- 


ley. 

Intimately connected with the spiritual 
side of its development is the record 
of Archbishop Kenrick’s life and works. 
Peter Richard Kenrick was born in Dublin, 
Ireland, in the year 18066. He received his ed- 
ucation at Maynooth College near that city, 
and was ordained in Dublin in 1831. He came 
to this country shortly after and served as 
President of the Theological Seminary and 
Vicar-General in Philadelphia. 

Mis CONSECRATION. 

In December of 1841 Father Kenrick was 
consecrated Bishop of Drasis and coadjutor 
of the Bishop of St. Louis by Bishop Rosatti. 
The ceremony took place in St. Mary's

church. Two years later Bishop Rosatti died 
at Rome and Bishop Kenrick succeeded him. 
On tus erection ofthe diocese into an arch- 
diocese, he became, Archbishop. The 
most striking trait in Archbishop 
Kenrick is the severe simplicity and 
sholiness of his life. His character has all 
the angelic sweetness of a saint, yet there is 
not one trait of weakness. There is in his in- 
tercourse with people a spirit of aloofness 
which makes him dificult to understand. 

Archbishop Kenrick’s daily life is quiet and 
uneventful. He rises at 5 o’clock in the 
morning, says mass and breakfasts at 7. 
From 8 to 9 he attends to the business 
of the archdiocese. The remainder of the 
morning is spent in reading or receiving 
callers. The afternoon is spent in prayer 
and study until 6 o’clock. The Archbishop 
then takes his daily walk, which is never 
omitted, ram or shine. He dines at 7 and 
retires by 9:30 o'clock. During his admfnis- 
tration he has bad to face many trying 
situations, particularly the cholera epe- 
demic of 1849, the civilwar andthe Fenian 
agitation of 1865. In each of these great crises 
he showed himself courageous but conserva- 
tive, firm and prudent in the guiaance of his 
people and their priests. 

HIS GENEROSITY. 

The Archbishop’s generosity is one of his 
most striking traits. It is related of him that 
over thirty years ago when the city was in 
financial straits, application was made to 
Archbishop Kenrick for assistance, the Coun- 
cil offering to give him 8 per cent inter- 
est on a loan of $50,000 for three months. 
The Archbishop replied that he would take 
their note with no interest, for one year’s 
time, and give them double the amount. 1 
want no security, he said. ‘‘I have enough 
confidence in the future of 8t. Louis to know 
my money will be all right.“ Many of the 
wealthy barikers of that time could always 
call on the Archbishop for financial assist- 
ance when money was tight. 

HIS BUSINESS TACT. 

Asan instance of his business tact it is re- 
lated that on one occasion a letter reached 
the Post-office directed simply To the best 
business man in St. Louis. John Hogan, 
the then Postmaster, at once turned it over 
to the Archbishop. 

It is said of him that he never read a daily 
paper during all the years of the war, lest he 
should be tempted to give his sympathies en- 
tirely to either side. 

His generosity is boundless. An instance 
of this is that during his long administration 
the Income of his diocese has been devoted 
not to the building ofa magnificent cathe. 
Aral, but to maintaining and establishing 
houses of worship and institutions of charity 
and learning. The poorer parishes, convents 
and orphanages have all been beneficiaries of 
his generosity to a large extent. 

Simplicity, fortitude, self-reliance, charity 
and business ability are the qualities which 
make Archbishop Kenrick a great and ven- 
erable man. In addition tothis he is an ac- 
complished scholar, author and linguist. The 
Archbishop is now summering at The Ma- 
plewood,’’ White Mountains, New Hamp- 
shire, accompanied only by his niece. The 
clergy of the city allsent warm telegrams of 
congratulation to him on this elghty-Ofth an- 
niversary of his birth. Preparations for the 
celebration of the jubilee in November are 
being made on a grand scale.

THE WORK AT FOREST PARK. 

Park Commissioner Fechter had a busy 
time on Saturday. After attending the sale 
of the Fair Grounds animals and purchasing 
those wanted for the Forest Park Zoo, he 
returned to the City Hall, where he met 
Mayor Noonan and reported results. The 
Mayor was much pleased with the selections 
made for the publie Zoo, and instructed 
the Park Commissioner to at once begin 
the work of preparing for the reception of 
the animals in Forest Park. Mr. Fechter 
thereupon went from the City Hall to the 
park, where he was shortly followed by 
Mayor Noonan himself. The preparations 
for the Zoo“ animals were put well under 
way before night. 
Two thousand feet of lumber and cedar 
posts were at once brought to the grounds, 
and the work of providing separate inclosures 
in the park paddock was started. The ar- 
rangements for the quarters of the public 
Zoo“ animals are already decided upon as 
foliows: 
The herd of elks will be stationed onthe 
hill opposite the deer park, where a splendid 
view of themcan be obtained from the car- 
riage-ways leading through the grounds in 
that quarter of the park. 
The Axis deer will be placed with the other 
deer already in the park, and will de d 
with them, as is done in other goological - 
lections of this countryand Europe, as an 
experiment. 
The bull dromedary will be quartered with 
the buffalo at Forest Park. 
The Dama will also be placed among the 
buffalo, dot ot the above animals being very 
gentle and used to the companionship of 
other animals. 
The sacred cow will have the honor of a 
separate enclosure, as will also the white 
European deer, the prettiest animal sold 
from the Fair Grounds collection. 
The new fencing necessary in providing 
quarters for the animals bought from the 
Fair Grounds will be so built as to form a tri 
angle ending at the building in the center of 
the deer park. It will give a space five times 
greater than that allotted to the same an- 
mais at the Fair Grounds, and will so locate 
them that a splendid view of the entire col- 
lection can be obtained by all visitors to the 
park. 

THE zoo“ WINTER QUARTERS. 
The winter quarters necessary for some of 
the animals will de bullt, Park Commissioner 
Fechter states, without any additional ex- 
pense to the city beyond that of certain im- 
provements already decided upon, The ant 
mal stables at the park, nowin progress of 
construction, will be arranged so that winter 
quarters for the new additions will be in- 
cluded. An appropriation of $4,000 
has alrea been made for the 
stable, and it is probable that the appropria- 
tion will not be exceeded. The stable will be 
beautiful in architectural design, and will 
face on Westmoreland place. The animals 
requiring shelter in winter are the Ulama, the 
sacred cow, the dromedary, the Axis deer 
and the antelope. Keeper Mark Scanion will 
have charge of the entire collection, assisted 
by Keeper Nelson and the force already at 
Forest Park.

rubbed his hands. But one of these four men 
happened to bea friendof Piero, who when 
he was told of the joke entered into it 
heartily. On the night the deed was to 
be done Piero went away with the four men. 
Paresi watched them depart, supposing his 
enemy was goingto death. The party went 
to a saloon; a piece of raw liver was smeared 
over the face of Piero. The bl ran down 
his collar, got in his ears, dripped on his 
clothes. When at last, Piero 
crawled by Paraesi’s the 
latter saw him, fully 
convinced that his Mafia friends had done 
their work. Then the four men came to 
Paraesi and demanded the $10. He asked 
delay and said they must wait until Piero 
was dead. 

No, one replied, ‘*‘pay us or your fate will 
be the same. 

So Paraesi paid the $100. The same night 

he passed No. 496 President street, where 
Piero lives. Tohis amazement he saw Piero 
sitting with his four murderers, drinking 
beer, paid for by a part of the supposed blood 
money. 
A quarrel between the two families followed, 
in which Piero spat inthe face of Mrs. Par- 
aesi. Piero was arrested and the case was 
adjourned by Justice Tighe in the Butler 
Street Court ona hearing Aug. 25. Paraesi 
will very likely charge Piero, who is out on 
bail, andthe four other men with obtain- 
ing money under false pretenses. 

Mr. Carrao was very nervous during the in- 
terview in spite of his jocular way of telling 
the story.

JOHN SMITH CHARGED WITH BIGAMY, 
INFIDELITY AND OTHER CRIMES. 


Mrs. Knirsth Accuses Her Husband of 
Brutality, and Ellen Fletcher Says

THEY FEEL IT KEENLY. 


THE STARTLING NEWS RECEIVED BY 
MR. AND HRS. J. J. BAILEY.

METEOROLOGICAL PHENOMENA. 


Rain From a Cloudless Sky on a Moonlight 
Night.

gleamed, while the eastern segment loomed 
up dull, leaden, sullen and  threaten- 
ing. Lightning ziz-zagged through 
the sk and distant thunder growled 
and rumbled, while general precipitation 
appeared probable in that direction. The 
position of the sun well toward the horizon 
was responsible for the situation of the rain- 
bow so nearly overhead. 

As the evening shut in threatenings of a 
coming storm were renewed, and a local 
storm sailed past the city to the southward 
and another to the northward, completely 
ignoring St. Louls.

JUSTICE TO NIEDRINGHAUS. 

The Post-D1sPATCH has dwelt much on 
the iniquity of the McKinley tariff, on the 
false pretense of its advocates that it would 
increase the wages of American workmen, 
and on the fact that its beneficiaries are 
continually cutting down wages by im- 
porting what is called ‘‘foreign pauper la- 
bor. We have exposed the tin-plate duty 
as one of the most fraudulent taxes in the 
whole list, and no one of our readers can 
suspect us of instigating or justifying ex- 
Congressman NIEDRINGHAUS’ efforts to 
man his tin works with imported labor. 
We therefore feel free to defend him from 
the unjust assaults the tariff organs are 
now making on him. Notwithstanding 
his ardent support of the McKinley tariff 
they are as bitter against him now as they 
were when he committed the indiscretion 
of opposing an increase of the duty on 
borax. The organs of Pittsburg’s tariff 
barons especially are holding him up asa 
traitor to that guild, or asa blundering 
marplot who is prematurely letting the 
tariff cat out of the bag to prey upon the 
labor mice and scare them away from his 
party. The Dispatch of that city, for in- 
stance, accuses him of defying the statutes 
asconstrued by the administration, and 
warns him that he will not be permitted to 
import Welsh labor with impunity. 

On the contrary, Mr. NIEDRINGHAUS 1s 
acting upon a letter of instruction sent to 
him by the officer specially charged with 
the enforcement of the contract labor law, 
affirming his right under the law to man 
his infant industry with imported labor, 
and no member of the administration has 
ventured to contradict that officer’s con- 
struction of the law. 

Mr. NIEDRINGHAUS is simply standing 
up for his rights under the law and de- 
manding his share of that pound of flesh 
nearest the laboring man’s heart which 
the tariff gives to the protected manu- 
facturers. He knows that no campaign 
exigency of his party can enable it to twist 
the law into one giving Pennsylvania tariff 
barons a monopoly of the privilege of cut- 
ting down wages by importing foreign labor. 
He knows that they are importing all the 
foreign pauper labor they need to regulate 
wages, and that the way of evading the 
law is made easy for them. What their 
organs denounce him for is simply his 
manly declaration that he does not have to 
evade the law and that, as officially con- 
strued, it gives him the right to import all 
the pauper labor he wants from Wales. 

Of all the tariff barons Mr.NIEzDRING- 
HAUS has been the most frank in his 
speeches to the public, and, whether he 
knows it or not, he is now rendering the 
public a great service in calling attention 
to the cruel fraudulency of the false pre- 
tense that the tariff is for the benefit or 
protection of American labor.

EASED THE STRAIN.

The Wheat Excitement Is Gradually 
Subsiding. 


FAILURES PREVENTED BY STOPPING 
SPECULATION ON CHANGE. 


J. A. M. Keblor’s Successful Campaign 
Henry Haarstick and d. F. Orthwein 
Sell Wheat Bought for Export—Thy- 
son’s Creditors Fail to Agree—FPrices 
Still Fluctuating Elsewhere. 


Scores of grain men went on the floor of the 
Merchants’ Exchange this morning not know- 
ing whether they would be rich or ruined by 
noon. The agreement made Saturday by the 
traders not to deal in wheat to-day except for 
settlement obligations already incurred had 
quieted the nervés of most of the traders, but 
nobody felt sure of the result, and every face 
that went by Doorkeeper James Newell into 
the great hall was tense with anxiety. 

The firms of Gov. Francis and Councilman 
W. T. Anderson did much to reassure the 
fearfyl ones at the outset this morning, 
before Caller Joe Oarr commenced to rattle 
off the prices in his striden: voice. Sid 
Francis gathered a number of those on the 
floor around him and announced that 
his firm would do no trading, 
except to close deals. Councilman 
Anderson followed example, and the strain 
was felt to be relaxing all around. The 
scalpers and one or two more important 
firms, who felt that they could take care of 
themselves, got little kn of men around 
them and kicked long and loud at the rule. 
Jack Lewis of the Lewis-Sharpe Commission 
Co., was one of the displeased ones. 
„1 don’t see what the deuce they 
want to cut off our profits this way for, 
said .Jake. ‘‘This legislation against a 
further rise of prices is child’s play. We are 
caught between trades with the rest of them, 
but we are long on more than we are short, 
and we could have got on famously if they 
had kept on. 

SPECULATION STOPPED. 

The staider members of the Exchange 
placed themselves under the restriction that 
had been put on speculation, It is the best 
thing that could have been done,’’ Henry 
Haarstick said. ‘‘Ifit had not been done,’’ 
said J. B. M. Kehlor, ‘‘there would have 
been trouble on the floor to-day.’’ Chicago 
seemed to think the St. Louls plan was a poor 
one ta prevent failures, and the traders over 
there telegraphed here that they were doing 
nothing except inthe Southwest and didn’t 
care for any fresh news. 

The creditors of John Thyson, who falled 
Saturday, held a meeting in the reading- 
room early this morning. Thyson is one of 
the men whose daring speculation made the 
St. Louis Art Club, as they called themselves, 
famous through the East a yearago. He 
looked very much depressed when he got up 
to make his statement. He said he was 
short 85 ,000 bushels of wheat 
net. Several propositions were made 
by one and another of the creditors to com- 
promise the debt, but none of them suited all 
of those present. The meeting adjourned 
without taking any definite action, and left 
the bankrupt trader just as he was. 

INTENSE EXCITEMENT. 

But in spite of the attempt to hold down the 
safety valve theexcitement began again as 
soon as the morning call was opened 
and the messenger boys began to 
rush about among the crowd with 
the telegrams from the rattling 
instruments and wheat which had closed 
Saturday at $1.07%, and had sold on the curb 
at $1.09, opened at $1.08, went up to $1.12 and 
then down as low as $1.06, "fluctuating in the 
most erratic way between these two points. 
Caller Carr's voice was inaudible inthe midst 
of the cries from the men who were to cover 
their trades. A forest of hands waved 
high in the alr, clutching paper 
and pencil, and hats were fung about to em- 
phasize offers and acceptances. While the 
tumult was at its highest a trader known as 
Jumbo Moore jumped up on the steps of the 
pit and began to bid for wheat aside from set- 
tlement. The crowd rushed at him with fran- 
tic yells and threats as soon as they under- 
stood that he was breaking the rule. 

Pull him down from there!“ 

None of that for me. Get out!“ 

The shorts made Moore abandon his inten- 
tion, and he jumped down and walked off. 
He was makingan attempt to test the tem- 
per of the traders, and thought he could 
make the speculators break loose again 
by offering a bait, 

While Sid Francis sauntered around pick 
ing up a few thousand bushels here 
and there to make him good 
on sales, Gov. Francis, who had been 
attracted from - Jefferson City dy the 
reports of the imminence of several failures 
stood near the doorway taking with R. P. 
Tanty. S. W. Cobb & Oo. had less wheat 
than they wanted, as well as Francis & Bro., 
and though the Congressman went up to the 
Governor and shook hands, their minds 
were too heavy with wheat to 
allow them to talk politics. The 
Congressman said he had enough wheat to 
see him through the storm, when a Posr- 
DISPATCH reporter met him, and the vigor of 
the exertion he had made to get it was shown 
by his wet linen coat and the little rivulets of 
perspiration trickling off his ruddy face, 
which he was mopping with a white silk 
handkerchief, There seemed to be not a 
man on the floor who had as much 
wheat as he wanted, or who was at ease ex- 
cept Moses Fraley, That former giant specu- 
lator,in a light suit, with eye-glasses on 
nose, hand on the railing around the 
caller’s desk, listened with unmoved face to 
the tale of a young man Who was telling him 
how he had made ® cents a bushel on several 
thousand bushels and had lost it all again. 
Nobody on the floor talked about Fraley. His 
star had set. and he was out of it. 

KEHLOR PLEASED. 

Everybody alluded ina mysterious way to 
J. B. M. Kehlorasthe only big long' on 
the floor. Mr. Kehlor sat chuckling in his 
office on the fourth floor, witha cigar in his 
mouth anda thick little book in his hand 
which showed how many other traders owed 
him wheat. One of the entries in the book 
concerned the Francis firm, which was short 
95,000 bushels to him, Mr, Kehlor said, The 
noise and anxiety on the floor below served 
to amuse Mr. Kehljor immensely, as he talked 
with a reporter. 

An intimate acquaintance of his had said 
that he was long several hundred ,thousand 
bushels of wheat and Mr. Keblor smiled 
when he was told of the story

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


EXCITING SCENES OF SATURDAY RENEWED— 
TRADING WILDLY NERVOUS. 

Cuicaco, Hl., Aug. 17, 10:0 a. m.—The ex- 
citing scenes in wheat and corn which char- 
acterized the trading the latter part of last 
week were renewed at the opening of the 
Board of Trade this morning. The trading 
was just as wildly nervous as it was on Sat- 
urday when December wheat jumped within 
afew minutes from doc to $1.08. The bull 
fever was stillon this morning and traders 
were inflamed with the prospect of 
higher prices as the result of 
the excitedly higher cables. London 
reported cargoes for prompt shipment is 8d 
higher. Liverpool was up to the equivalent 
of 8 cents per bushel, and Paris country mar- 
kets were up the equivalent of 7 cents. 
When the bell tapped for the opening of bus- 
iness the pit at once becamea pandemonium 
out of which came these figures for December 
wheat inside of ten minutes: I. O, $1.10, 
$1.11, $1.

TOO HIGH FOR SAFETY. 

lia. m.—As the New York Produce Ex- 
change did not open until 11 o’clock (10 
o’clock Chicago time) it gave the 'New 
Yorkers a halfhour of unrestricted dealing 
on the Chicago market. Their orders doubt- 
less had some effect in the early trading here. 
The bulge to $1.18 was accompanied by the 
wildest excitement and some sales were re- 
ported as high as $1.14. The succeeding 
period of weakness was the resultof free 
selling by both longs and shorts. Conserva- 
tive traders in both camps were 
satisfied that prices were too high 
for safety. In spite of the sensa- 
tional advances abroad the advances here 
have carried prices far above the export 
basis and they must be brought together be- 
fore the benefits of the foreign shortage on 
which the boom is founded can be realized. 
Consequently conservative longs began to 
take their profits freely and bears of the same 
grade began to put out rather free lines on 
the theory that whether the market goes 
higher or not, its present figure is above the 
average. The consequence was that from 
the top figure there was a steady downward 
tendency, with here and there a slight reac- 
tion, followed each time by still lower figures 
until $1.06 was reached, That was the low 
point. It reacted to $1.07, sold off to 51. 06, 
up to $1.06% and at u o’clock was compara- 
tively quiet at $1.06. 

The other markets followed wheat except 
rye, which had an independent strength. 
September sold upto 51. iu. Corn opened 
strong and higher, September starting at 65% 
to 66% cents against 624% cents at the close on 
Saturday, sold to 68% cents, weakened to 64% 
cents, rallied to 66 cents and at 11 o’clock was 
back to 64% cents.

There 
were no failures, everybody going through 
the clearing- house after the opening session, 
but the losings were very heavy in many 
cases.

Very few sales were re- 
ported, and the commission houses refused 
totake new orders, contenting themselves 
with settling up old business,

LAID ON THE TRACK 


An Old Man's Terrible Suicide Nea 
the Work House. 


HE THREW HIMSELF IN FRONT OF AN 
IRON MOUNTAIN TRAIN. 


Nothing Found on Him Which Would 
Lead to His Identification—Noegro Stab- 
bing Affray on the Levee—Young Man 
Sentto the Work-House for Robbing 
His Mother. 


A strange old man committed suicide at the 
foot of Meramec street at 6 o’clock this morn. 
ing by throwing himselfin front of an Iron 
Mountain engine. Work-bouse guards say 
they saw the old man wandering along the 
river bank as early as (o' clock in the morn. 
ing. When the engine was heard approach. 
ing he was seen to rush up from the water’s 
edge and throw himself on the track. The 
pilot of the engine struck him in the head and 
killed him instantly. The suicide looks ty 
be @ years of age. He was dressed in a blue 
striped fannel shirt, dark gray pants and 
vest, black slouch hat and slippers. Ile wag 
5 feet 8 inches tall and wore a mustache and 
goatee of mixed red and gray. The body 16 
now at the Morgue awaiting identification. 

Engineer Sy Ford of the Carondelet Accom. 
modation train, which struck the old man, 
said: ‘‘Ileft Carondelet at5:450’clock. 481 
rounded the bluffs going north to the city, 
I saw an old man stand hear 
Meramec Station. The fellow had his hat of 
and holding it in his hand. I at first 
thought he wanted to flagthe train but as 
he made no such movement I did not 
apply the air brake. As the engine 
rushed on him I was horrified to see him 
plunge himself on the track. In an instant 1 
reversed the lever and applied the air 
brake, but it was too late. The pilot struck 
him and threw him into a gulley on the right 
side of the track. When we stopped 
Conductor Loher and myself went over to 
where he lay and found that he was dead, 
his head being crushed. We then conveyed 
him to the city and notified the police. Who 
he is I don’t know. 

Martin Ward, a trusty' who isconfined in 
the Work- house, and who is at present 
watching a bargeat the foot of Meramec 
street, said: ‘‘I saw the unknown man walk- 
ing up and down the track for at least half 
an hour before he was killed. The fellow 
acted very strangely and I lost no time 
in striking up a conversation with him. 
At least I tried, but he did not seem inclined 
to talk. Lasked him what time it was and 
he answered About 6 o’clock.’’ I noticed he 
wore a pair of slippers and 
a kind of a heavy woolen 
shirt. He began to walk up and down the 
track for a distance of thirty yards.I thought, 
perhaps, he was waiting for a train. As 
I started to go to the office 
the north bound passenger train came into 
sight. The next thing I saw were a sudden 
stop and that a number of people was run- 
ning up to the engine. Being anxious to 
know what was up I ran over to the train, 
and there I found the man I had been talking 
to a few minutes before, dead.’’

KINGSTON AND THE GARFIELD. 

New Tonk, Aug. 17.—The race for the Gar- 
feld Stakes at Chicago next Saturday will 
possess a peculiar interest for Eastern racing 
men. All will look forward toit with a cer- 
tain degree of impatience, for in this event 
Mike Dwyer’s great race-horse, Kingston, 
the pride and admiration of Eastern turfites, 
will make his debut in the West, If given a 
fair opportunity there would be no doubt of 
his decisive triumph, but the horse is not be- 
ing treated with the consideration which he 
deserves. To ask him to start from here to- 
night, make the long and exhausting jour- 
ney to Chicago and within a few days to meet 
and beat the Western cracks is certainly ask- 
ing too much ot him. It is a handicap which 
few horses could surmount, and to 
a horse prone as Kingston is to rheu- 
matism it is particularly distress- 
ing. But it the ‘‘great brown whirlwind,’’ 
as Kingston is aptly and affectionately called, 
is anywhere near his form he will win the 
big prize with not much asking. No matter 
whom he will be called upon to meethe will 
be the favorite here, and his winning or los- 
ing will mean many thousands of dollars to 
Eastern sports. Mr. Dwyer will forward a 
big commission to be placed on him, and it 
is safe to say that he will be by long odds the 
heaviest backed horse in the race. It will 
not be the first time that he has carried the 
dollars and hopes of his legion of admirers, 
and as in the past he has proved true to the 
trust in many hard-fought contests, there is 
little doubt but that he will be found 
just as faithful in his struggle mert 
Saturday. The wish of All true 
sporting men in the East is that the race 
may prove a grand one and the best horse 
may win. This undoubtedly will be Kings- 
ton’s last yearon the turf. He will be re- 
tired to the stud at the end of the season, at 
the latest, and itis just possible, though not 
at all probabie, that his retirement may take 
place after his coming race inthe West. He 
has earned a well-deserved rest. His career 
has been almosta zling one. He has won 
race after race, at sorts of weights and 
distances, and hastime andagain snatched 
victory from what seemed almost inevitable 
defeat. Turfites love to talk of his handsome 
carriage, his consistency, his honesty and his 
great burst of speed, which won for him 
the appropriate title of the ‘‘great brown 
whirlwind.’’ No horse in the country hag 
run and won 6o many races and none have 
performed so consistently. Year after year 
he has met and defeated the best horses in 
training at all distances, from five furlongs 
toa mile anda quarter. Only one horse in 
the country can claim ascendancy over him 
and that one is his great stable-mate, the 
champion Longstreet. But whether King- 
ston’s retirement comes now or later, the 
best blood in the country should be found in 
the harem over which the royal fellow will 
bold sway. His was a career such as redeems 
the turf from the commonplece, and when 
the history of the American turf is written 
Kingston should be given one of the foremost 
places of honor, side by side with the great 
thoroughbreds who have made the American 
turf famous.

They resort 
to all kinds of advertising dodges through the 
dally papers.|They point out to the dupe some 
few men who have made mone and then, 
witha glib tongue and some\figures they 
show how easy itis to make a round book 
(its Just as easy to square a circl&) and make 
money sure. Allthey wantisto get him in, 
and it’s another case of you touch the button, 
and ‘the man with the white hat’ willdo the 
rest. To make a moderate estimate, I would 
say that at least $500,000 had been lost that 
way. But it’sa great game with great oppor- 
tunities. You are in the fresh air all the 
time, and that is the reason the ex-booky 
gravitates to the street car lines so readily. 
And now for a prognostication. If winter 
racing is not curtailed or stopped ‘horse rac. 
ing’ will be a ‘has been’ and the army of peo- 
ple who madea living thereby will have to 
look elsewhere for their bread and butter. 
It’s another striking case of the McKinley bill, 
where the many have to support the few (the 
big four.) 

A bookmaker pays more and gets less 
than any man in the world. In the first place, 
he pays $100a day forthe privilege of gam- 
bling. Then he has his sheet writer, to 
whom he pays from $10 to $15 a day; his ticket 
writer at $i0a day; his cashier, at from $10 to 
$20 a day and innumerable extras, ice water, 
slips, care of boxes, etc. Some books have 
one and two outside men, who get prices for 
them, and they are usually paid$iaday. A 
bookmaker will easily average $150 a day for 
his bare expenses, He will average 200 days’ 
work in a year and that makes an outlay of 
$80,000. Now, if a business man puts that 
much money into a dry goods store ora 
saloon, or invested it in any way, what kind 
of a return would he want? All the book- 
maker gets is the chance to bet his money. 
For the past few years there has beena 
steady decline in turf gambling. Men do not 
bet as much money as they used to bet nor 
are the speculators as numerous as they once 
were. This season, the stringencyin the 
money market has probably a great deal to 
do with it, Dut whatever the cause may be, 
the effect is apparent. At Monmouth Park 
last year, there were about a hundred books 
on, and this year there are hurdly half that 
number and the volume of money bet has 
been correspondingly affected. Every day 
the game gets poorer. In the old days at 
Monmouth all a bookmaker had to do was to 
lay against favorites and get rich.“ 


WRESTLING. 

At the rooms of the Nippon Club, a Japanese 
resort in New York City, on Saturday oc- 
curred the death of the noted middle-weight 
wrestler, Matsada Sorakichi. Although 
known to but few of his intimates the 
Jap’’ has been falling rapidly for the 
past three months, consumption having 
fixed its dread hold upon him. 
His last professional engagement was in a 
series of matches at St. Joseph, Mo., since 
which time he has been under treatment in 
the East. Saturday afternoon he started out 
from the Nippon Club for a walk, but became 
exhausted and died in the club-rooms, to 
which he was carried, before a physician ar- 
rived on the scene. The Japanese of New 
York City will bear the expense of the inter- 
ment. 

Matsada Sorakichi came to the United 
States eight years ago from his home in 
Sbinano, Japan. He was then 24 years old 
and had received instructions under the 
famous wrestler, Isasagaha. Although but a 
middle- weight, he has tested some of the 
leading heavy-weight wrestiers of both En- 
gland and America and was feared by all 
of the carpet performers. In appearance he 
was short and stout, but magnificently de- 
veloped above the waist. The severe strains 
to which his lungs were subjected are 
thought to have caused a weakening of the 
tissue and brought on hasty consumption.
